13:37-5.3 in that the respondent failed to timely complete
continuing education requiremgﬁfs for the June 1, 2013 through
May 31, 2015 renewal period;ﬁRéspondent advised the Board of this
lack of compliance with regulatory requirements when the
respondent's nursing license was renewed in’2015.

Respondent has since provided the Board with documentation

of having belatedly satisfied the ;above—reﬁeﬁénéed continuing
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education requirements, and has paid.a%$250.00 civil penalty
assessed pursuant to N.J.S.A. 45:1-21(h) for the violation of a

regulation administered by the Board.
